TreExtToN, N, J.,, March 2.—Yesterday was an
exciting day at Trenton, The enemies of the
National Road called the *Air-line to New
York™ have been connting all the session of the
New Jersey Legislature to repeal a section of
one of the charters of that road, so as virtnally
to defeat its construction. Every influence that
could be exerted, directly and indirectly, wans
brought to bear upon the Leégislature to accom-
}rllah that nbject. Enemies of the enterprize
ar and near in New Jersey were brought to
Trenton to create an irresistible lobhy pressure,
These efforts, however, proved froitless,

A committee of the Legislature had been
appointed by the chairman of the Benate Lo in-
vestigate and condemn the Air-line. This cow-
mittee bad been selected from members entirel
adverso to the new enterprise, and with 1
labor had prepared a rcgurt recommending o
repeal. This report had been prenared in tue
face of the strongest protest frow wiv o aid of
Trade of the city of Trenton as well ws vuo ity
Council.

The report was made yvesterday to the Senate,
and notwithstanding its introduction, the ene-
mies of the Natiopal saw defeat so c¢lear and
certain from the determination and strenglh of
the friends of the new road that they withdrew
their forces, leaving the National in ¢lear and
undisputed possession of all its chartered
rights,
